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Ministers  are  'welcomed  as  visitors  on  any  day  at 
suitable  hours.

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  presenting"  their  first  Annual  Report,  the  Board  deem 
it  a  fitting  opportunity  to  place  upon  record  some  details  with 
reference  to  the  inception  of  the  Institution. 

As  its  name  implies,  the  Home  is  a  Memorial  to  the  late 
Dr.  Theodore  Herzl,  the  eminent  Zionist  Leader  and  Jewish 
Patriot,  whose  untimely  death  was  the  greatest  loss  Jewry  has 
sustained  in  modern  times. 

A  co-worker  of  Dr.  Herzl  in  the  International  Execu- 
tive and  Congresses,  and  a  great  admirer  of  his  charming 
personality,  Aid.  Jacob  Moser,  J.P.,  of  Bradford,  our  respected 
President,  impressed  by  the  death  of  his  leader  and  friend, 
decided  to  perpetuate  the  great  Jew's  memory  by  some 
Jewish  Institution  worthy  of  his  name.  Leeds  being"  the 
nearest  city  to  Bradford  with  a  large  Jewish  population  and  a 
strong  Zionist  element,  Mr.  Moser's  choice  fell  on  this  city 
as  a  suitable  place  for  a  Herzl  Memorial,  and  after  careful 
consideration,  and  on  the  advice  of  some  equally  interested 
in  such  a  movement,  decided  to  found  a  HERZL  MEMORIAL 
JEWISH  HOSPITAL  FOR  LEEDS  AND  DISTRICT,  an  institution 
which  would  satisfy  a  great  demand  ;  there  being  no  such 
institution  in  the  district,  and  only  one  general  Jewish 
Hospital  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
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Mr.  Moser  having  undertaken  to  equip  the  home  and 
to  maintain  it  for  a  period  of  three  years,  a  provisional  com- 
mittee (including"  some  prominent  medical  men)  was  appointed 
to  collect  information  as  to  the  best  way  to  carry  out  this 
scheme.  The  advice  they  tendered  was  :  (1)  Not  to  build  a 
hospital,  but  to  lease  premises  and  adapt  them  for  the  pur- 
pose. (2)  The  number  of  beds  not  to  exceed  ten,  but  to 
begin  with  six  and  one  cot.  (3)  No  out-patient  department 
to  be  in  connection  with  the  Hospital.  These  recommenda- 
tions were  adopted,  and  after  visiting  a  number  of  houses 
Hope  Villa  was  taken  on  a  three  years'  lease  with  option  to 
purchase. 

The  Home,  "  Hope  Villa,"  is  ideally  situated  in  a  healthy 
and  pleasant  part  of  the  City,  within  easy  access  of  the 
Roundhay  and  Chapeltown  tramcars,  and  the  Jewish  district. 
The  house  is  elevated  and  stands  in  its  own  grounds, 
having  villas  on  both  sides.  It  has  a  pleasant  terraced  garden 
in  front,  in  which  patients  who  are  well  enough  may  enjoy 
sun  and  exercise  screened  by  the  bushes  which  surround  the 
garden.  The  hall  and  rooms  are  light  and  airy  and  well 
ventilated.  The  wards  are  painted,  have  a  southern  aspect, 
and  also  windows  facing  the  east.  On  the  ground  floor  there 
is  a  Male  Ward  for  three  patients,  a  small  Operating  Room, 
(Surgery),  and  the  Mutton's  Sitting-room  (used  for  Board 
meetings)  ;  a  very  large  Kitchen  at  the  back,  and  a  Men's 
Bathroom  and  Lavatory  on  the  same  floor.  On  the  first  floor 
are  the  Female  Wards  (general  and  maternity)  for  three  adults 
and  two  children,  and  a  Single-bedded  Room  for  serious  cases 
requiring  a  special  nurse.  The  Matron's  and  Nurses'  Bed- 
rooms, also  a  Lavatory  and  Bathroom  are  on  the  same  floor. 
The  Attic  Bedroom  accommodates  two  servants.  The  house 
is  provided  with  electric  light  throughout.  There  is  a  specially 
arranged  system  of  electric  bells,  with  an  indicator  in  the  hall 
showing  at  a  glance  which  of  the  patients  has  rung  his  bed- 
side bell.  Altogether,  the  Home  at  present  has  accommoda- 
tion for  eight  adults  and  two  children. 
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The  Home  was  ready  for  occupation  in  the  beginning  of 
November,  and  was  formally  opened  by  Aid.  J.  Moser  on  the 
15th  November,  1905,  when  he  was  presented  with  a  golden 
key  by  Mrs.  L.  Ash  on  behalf  of  the  Committee.  Mr.  Moser 
having  declared  the  Institution  open,  a  Dedicatory  Service 
was  held  in  the  male  ward.  The  Rev.  S.  Diamond  read  the 
afternoon  service,  and  the  Rev.  M.  Abrahams,  B.A. ,  Minister 
of  the  Great  Synagogue,  delivered  a  sermon  and  offered  up 
a  prayer  of  consecration  ;  psalms  were  read  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  J.  Strauss,  of  Bradford,  Rabbi  I.  H.  Daiches  and  Rev. 
R.  Tribich.  After  the  service  an  inaugural  meeting  was  held, 
Mr.  Julius  Ephraimson,  of  Bradford,  being  in  the  chair,  and 
among  those  present  were  several  leading  members  of  the 
community  (representatives  of  charitable  and  other  institu- 
tions), prominent  amongst  whom  were  Mr.  P.  Hirsh,  J.P., 
Mr.  V.  Lightman,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joe  Cohen,  Rev.  S.  Manson 
and  others.  Votes  of  thanks  were  accorded  to  Aid.  Moser 
and  the  Ministers  who  took  part  in  the  service. 

Aid.  and  Mrs.  Moser  were  the  recipients  of  a  presentation 
from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  M.  Umanski,  which  took  the  form  of  an 
illuminated  picture  representing  their  photographs  together 
with  that  of  the  Home,  the  whole  being  ornamented  with 
Jewish  symbols.  After  the  opening  ceremony,  refreshments 
were  served  to  the  guests  in  the  Board  room,  and  the  premises 
were  inspected  by  the  visitors,  who  were  favourably  impressed 
by  what  they  saw. 

From  the.  Medical  Report,  which  is  appended,  it  will  be 
observed  that  already  during  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  the 
Institution  has  accomplished  far  more  than  could  have  been 
anticipated.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  all 
apprehensions  expressed  at  its  inception  have  proved  un- 
founded, and  that  perfect  harmony  prevails  between  this 
Home  and  kindred  charities  of  this  city.  The  efficiency  of  the 
Institution  is  sufficiently  proved  by  the  fact  that  although  112 
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cases — some  of  them  very  serious — passed  through  it,  there 
was  not  a  single  case  of  death.  In  fact  in  most  instances 
patients  made  good  recoveries. 

During  the  year  the  Home  was  visited  by  several  medical 
men  and  communal  workers,  both  co-religionists  and  Gentiles, 
who  have  entered  their  names  in  the  visitors'  book.  Among 
these  we  have  special  pleasure  in  singling  out  the  visit  of  the 
Chief  Rabbi,  Dr.  H.  Adler,  on  June  25th,  190G,  on  which 
occasion  he  wrote  as  follows  :— "  Extremely  gratified  by  my 
"  visit  to  this  Home,  founded  by  Aid.  J.  Moser,  in  pious 
"  memory  of  the  late  lamented  Dr.  Herzl.  May  the  Healer 
"  of  all  flesh  grant  healing  and  alleviation  to  all  the  patients 
"  tended  within  these  hospitable  walls." 

On  the  anniversary  of  the  death  of  the  late  Dr.  Herzl,  a 
Memorial  Service  was  held  in  the  Home.  Rev.  M.  Abrahams 
delivered  an  address,  and  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  Aid. 
Moser,  the  founder  of  the  Home,  was  accorded. 

The  Board  specially  desire  here  to  express  their  deep 
appreciation  of  Aid.  J.  Moser's  magnificent  gift  of  £905  for 
the  equipment  and  maintenance  of  the  Home  during  the  past 
year.  They  are  sure  that  in  doing  so  they  are  voicing  not 
only  their  own  feelings,  but  also  those  of  the  many  sufferers 
who  have  benefitted  during  their  stay  at  the  Home,  and  the 
many  friends  and  well-wishers  of  the  institution  in  the  com- 
munity. No  nobler  memorial  to  the  great  man  whose  name 
this  Institution  perpetuated,  could  be  founded  than  a  Home 
for  alleviating  the  pains  of  suffering  humanity. 

The  Board  also  desire  to  thank  Mr.  J.  Ephraimson,  of 
Bradford,  for  his  kind  interest  in  the  Home,  and  the  generous 
donation  of  £52  10s.  to  its  funds. 

The  Hon  Treasurer,  Mr.  L.  Ash,  is  thanked  by  the  Board 
for  the  very  able  manner  in  which  he  performed  the  duties  of 
his  office.  • 


The  best  thanks  of  the  Board  are  tendered  to  the  Honorary 
Consulting:  Staff—  Dr  Trevelyan,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  and  Mr.  W. 
Thompson,  F. R.C.S. — for  their  gratuitous  services  whenever 
required. 

The  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Umanski,  is  thanked  for 
the  able  manner  he  assisted  in  organising  the  Home,  and 
the  successful  treatment  of  the  patients  under  his  care. 

The  friends  and  visitors  of  the  Home  who  have  kindly 
sent  gifts  of  flowers,  etc.,  to  the  patients,  are  also  thanked  by 
tlie  Board. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  venture  to  say  that  they  feel 
quite  confident  that  this  Report  will  enlist  the  sympathies  of 
all  those  who  have  at  heart  the  well-being  of  .their  suffering 
brethren,  and  although  for  the  present,  owing  to  the  muni- 
ficence of  Mr.  Moser,  it  is  not  necessary  to  appeal  for  funds, 
yet,  when  the  time  will  come  for  those  interested  to  show  their 
sympathies  in  a  practical  form,  they  will  not  abstain  from 
assisting  so  deserving  an  Institution.

In  placing  this  my  first  Annual  Report  before  you,  I 
have  great  satisfaction  in  recording  that  the  results  of  the 
first  year's  work  done  at  the  Home  were  very  gratifying  from 
the  medical  point  of  view. 

The  first  patient  was  admitted  on  the  21st  November, 
1905,  a  week  after  the  opening  of  the  Hospital.  Although 
only  in  its  first  year  of  existence,  the  Home  has  been,  never- 
theless, almost  continuously  full  during  the  whole  year,  and  it 
has  been  necessary  to  decline  a  considerable  number  of  cases 
applying  for  admission.  This  tended  to  reduce  the  number  of 
acute  cases,  which  could  not  possibly  wait  until  a  vacancy 
occured.  No  fewer  than  142  patients  sought  admission  to 
the  Home,  but  only  112  could  be  and  were  admitted: — 36 
men,  68  women,  and  9  children,  who  stayed  there  on  an 
average  18  days.  One  child — a  boy — was  born  in  the  Home 
by  a  patient  suffering  from  a  grave  disease  of  the  heart.  The 
average  age  of  the  men  was  34;  of  the  women — 36  ;  and  of  the 
children — 4  years.  47  patients  made  a  good  recovery,  57  were 
considerably  relieved,  and  only  8  left  the  Home  not  improved, 
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the  latter  fact  being  due  to  the  nature  of  the  illness  (malignant 
disease,  etc.),  or  to  a  very  short  stay,  having  had  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Fever  or  the  Union  Hospital. 

A  great  variety  of  cases  passed  through  the  Home,  and 
as  many  as  64  different  diseases  are  recorded  in  our  hospital 
register.  Some  of  the  patients  were  of  considerable  scientific 
interest,  and  were  reported  at  the  meetings  of  the  Leeds  and 
West  Riding  Medico-Chirurgical  Society.  Although  during 
the  year  not  a  single  death  has  occured  at  the  Home,  this 
does  not  imply  that  we  had  no  serious  cases.  On  the  contrary, 
there  were  a  good  many  cases  of  a  very  serious  character. 
Our  Honorary  Consulting  Staff  had  to  be  called  in  on  more 
than  one  occasion  ;  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
my  medical  colleagues  of  the  Honorary  Staff — Dr.  Trevelyan 
and  Mr.  W.  Thompson — for  their  valuable  advice  and  services 
whenever  called  upon. 

There  were  only  four  paying  patients  at  the  Home 
during  the  year.  The  remainder  were  either  recommended  by 
our  Jewish  Sick  Charity,  the  Honorary  Staff,  Members  of  the 
Board,  or  private  medical  men.  A  few  cases  were  sent  in 
from  the  Union  Infirmary,  and  Dispensary. 

A  special  feature  of  the  Home  is  that  as  many  as  10 
obstetrical  cases  (mostly  very  serious)  were  admitted.  We 
had  one  case  of  labour,  and  several  abortions  or  complications 
of  labour.  If  we  include  gynecological  cases,  which  were 
the  result  of  previous  confinements,  we  shall  obtain  as  many 
as  14  per  cent,  of  all  cases  admitted  that  were  due  to  recent 
or  late  confinements  ;  these  cases  stayed  at  the  Home  412 
days,  or  21  per  cent,  of  the  whole  hospital  time  occupied  by 
all  patients  together.  In  fact,  we  have  been  obliged  to 
allocate  a  special  ward  for  maternity  cases.  We  think, 
therefore,  that  this  Home,  although  not  a  specially  Lying-in 
Jewish  Hospital,  has  perhaps  a  considerable  claim — more 
than  any  other  existing  Jewish  Institution — to  the  Mrs.  Lewis 
Hill  bequest  of  ^5000  towards  a  Jewish  Lying-in  Hospital.
